tain as its guests at dinner tonight 
in the community building a rep¬ 
resentative group of citizens from 
the Takoma Park and surrounding 
area, from which the patrons and 
new co-op members will be dra:wn. 

The guest list includes, besides the 
mayor and several councilmen from 
Takoma Park, m.inisters, and citi¬ 
zens association presidents of the 
area communities, three former 
presidents of GCS and the director 
of the Cooperative League of the 
USA, Wallace J. Campbell.

The visitors will have a chance 
to see the business center, where 
GCS has developed its various en¬ 
terprises over the last twelve years, 
and inspect the co-op supermarket 
which many of them already pa¬ 
tronize from a distance. Carolyn 
Miller is in charge of the arrange¬ 
ments, which include a dinner to 
be served by the KanDu Club of 
the Community Church. Speakers 
during the evening will include 
Walter J. Bierwagen, president of 
GCS; general manager Sam Ashel- 
man; Walter Volckhausen, the first 
president of the organization; Rev. 

Eric T. Braund; and Mr. Campbell.

Since it has come to her attention 
that some mother are in doubt as 
to when first-graders will be re¬ 
leased, she wishes to inform them 
that these children will be released 
at 12 o’clock until further notice. 

The Center school cafeteria will 
open on October 2 with Mrs. Rich¬ 
ard Bowman as manager and Mrs. 
Ann Martone as assistant. Mrs. 
Donald Kerns is employed as the 
new clerk in the Center school of¬ 
fice. 

Students will be placed in groups 
according to their respective abili¬ 
ties, and parents will receive an in¬ 
vitation to visit the school at a later 
date to discuss the groupings of 
their children. 

The North End elementary school 
reported an enrollment of 328 stu¬ 
dents, somewhat lower than last 
years. There is no shortage of 
teachers at the school and Miss 
Thelma Smith, principal, reports 
the addition of three new teachers. 

The Greenbelt High school re¬ 
ported a record enrollment of 937 
students.

Local Voters Have 
Primaries Monday 

Voters in Prince Georges County 
will go to the polls in the fall party 
primaries next Monday, September 
18, to select candidates for this 
year’s state, county, and national 
elections. Voters in the city of 
Greenbelt must have declared a 
party affiliation at the time of reg¬ 
istering to be able to take part in 
the party primaries. 

Polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 
7 p.m., and Greenbelt’s polling place 
will again be in the firehouse at the 
center. This year for the first time, 
voters will use the new voting ma¬ 
chines purchased by the county, 
which are “practically foolproof,” 
according to Supervisor of Elec¬ 
tions Alexander Buscher. 

In the 1948 primary election, 
onl.v 22.7 of the qualified voters cast 
ballots in Prince Georges County. 
The importance of the primary elec¬ 
tion was pointed out this week by 
the League of Women Voters of 
Prince Georges County, whose 
members urged their ifriends and 
neighbors to exercise their fran¬ 
chise next Monday. Among the 
offices on the ballot, for instance, 
are the delegates to the state party 
conventions, which in turn name the 
state’s presidential electors.

City Council Gets Report 
From Defense Group, Chief 

Greenbelt took further strides towards determining the city’s 
role in national and local civilian defense programs, when the coun¬ 
cil received reports from Chief of Public Safety George Panagoulia 
and the civilian defense advisory committee. Meeting in an in¬ 
formal session last Friday, the council and advisory committee read 
and discussed a 27-page civil defense report prepared by Panagoulis. 

What City Needs 
Suggestions and recommenda¬ 
tions in the report included: ap¬ 
pointment of a local director of civil 
defense; arrangements for training 
in first aid through the Red Cross; 
a survey of available space for use 
as emergency hospitals, first-aid 
stations, and emergency housing 
centers; and surveys to determine 
the amount and kinds of foods and 
medicines which are normally avail¬ 
able in Greenbelt. Also suggested 
was an inventory of trucks and 
other useful vehicles, emergency 
power generators, manpower, radio 
equipment and medically-trained 
personnel. 

Mac For Director 

Panagoulis concluded his report 
with a detailed inventory of exist¬ 
ing community facilities, and a plan 
for a civil defense organization. A 
list of eight licensed amateur radio 
operators residing locally was in¬ 
cluded. He proposed City Mana¬ 
ger Charles T. McDonald for the 
position of chief of civilian defense. 
(Although Panagoulis was appoint¬ 
ed “chief of civilian defense” by the 
council at the last meeting, the ac¬ 
tion was irregular, since the Mary¬ 
land Civil Defense Act of 1949 pro¬ 
vides that the local director of civil 
defense shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon recommendation of 
the local governing body.) 

Committee Report 
At the council meeting last Mon¬ 
day, the advisory committee report 
was presented by Major Lyman 
Woodman. The report’s principal 
findings could be summarized as 1) 
Greenbelt can offer subs'tantial as¬ 
sistance to evacuees from nearby 
disaster areas because of our un¬ 
usual array of facilities and services; 
and 2) Greenbelt can use the Belts- 
ville Research Center as a relief 
center in case Greenbelt itself suf¬ 
fers heavy "aamage. The committee 
called the organizational plan and 
prfcliminary work accomplished liy 
Panagoulis “very good”. 

The council decided to delay any 
further action on the defense set-up 
until the council has had time to 
study the advisory committee re¬ 
port. The council will meet again 
next Monday. 


2 Youngsters Pull 
Third From Lake 

Two young Greenbelt fishermen 
were heroes last week when a third 
youngster fell into the Greenbelt 
lake and was rescued by his two 
comrades. 

The eight-year-old who narrowly 
escaped serious trouble reached into 
the lake from a spot near the spill¬ 
way for a stick, lost his balance and 
fell into the water. When his com¬ 
panions realized that the water was 
over his nose, one of them, nine- 
year-old Dickie Ringel, extended 
his new fishing rod to the boy, and 
the other, Dickie Kessner, also a 
nine-year-old, held Dickie Ringel 
firmly v/hile the victim managed to 
pull himself out of trouble. 

After talking to one of the boys 
The Cooperator learned that, while 
the child who nearly drowned was 
accompanied to the lake by an older 
brother, many youngsters spend 
considerable time in the lake area 
completely unsupervised and often 
without the knowledge of their par¬ 
ents. The youngsters were also ob¬ 
viously unaware that many parts 
“oT the lake’, even near the sbbre, 
are deep enough to constitute a real 
hazard to young children. 

The two boys who helped the 
third to safety, however, are very 
happy that they were able to do a 
Boy Scout’s “good deed.”

Since 
time began, children have been running off to the “old swimming 
hole” or “duck pond”, parental discipline and orders notwithstand¬ 
ing. On frequent police patrols? This would probably help some¬ 
what if it could be accomplished, but dozens of children could drown 
in the intervals between even the most frequent police patrols. On 
full-time adult supervision at the Lake But who would foot the 
bill and who would be responsible?

CHORDS & DISCORDS 

By Bill Mirabella 

Frequently, parents of children 
who study music make worried in¬ 
quiries about their child’s musical 
progress. They 
say — Johnny 
made such rapid 
strides when he 
first began to 
study — why 
doesn’t he ad¬ 
vance as quickly 
now? 

In the early 
stages of a child’s 
studies, progress 
Mirabella is more readily 
apparent. The notes seem to be¬ 
come blacker and are more numer¬ 
ous. Simple pieces gradually be¬ 
come more complex. Thus, the 
musical development of the child 
is easily perceived. 

But there comes a time when par¬ 
ents can no longer measure prog¬ 
ress by this means. It may appear, 
especially to the over-anxious par¬ 
ent, that the child is standing still 
or even moving backwards. 

Now we come to the bugaboo 
which causes so much confusion 
and possible misunderstanding. 
The child, having acquired a smat¬ 
tering of technique, begins to de¬ 
velop inwardly-'-with more and 
more emphasis on musicianship, 
while at the same time he still 
works to master the fundamental 
technical problems presented by his 
instrument. This process goes on 
slowly and subtly and it never 
ceases. 

Let us remember, as an example, 
that great artists, many years after 
they have apparently mastered their 
scales, continue to practice them 
very . conscientiously throughout 
their careers. 

They practice to increase their 
skill or at least to retain it. Expe¬ 
rience has shown that the artist or 
student who does not continue to 
perfect fundamentals will fall be¬ 
hind. There is no growth in music 
without continued study, no matter 
whether it be little Johnny or the 
great Toscanini. 


Eat Your Fresh Corn 
Off-The-Cob Style 

When the man of the house 
comes home with more fresh corn 
that the family can possibly eat at 
one sitting, remember there are 
good ways to use the left-overs. 
Mix corn-off-the-cob with your 
favorite stuffing for green peppers 
or broiled tomatoes. _^Or stuff green 
peppers with a mixture of corn-off- 
the-cob and mushroom soup as it 
comes from the can. 

Perhaps corn fritters will be in 
order. Or try this corn and tomato 
scallop made of white sauce, 1 
tablespoon sugar, 2 cups sweet 
corn, 1 cup tomatoes. Season mix¬ 
ture to taste. Sprinkle with 4 ^ cup 
buttered bread crumbs—and grated 
cheese, if it’s handy—and bake at 
350 degrees for 45 minutes. Yield, 
4-6 servings.
